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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments after having been fully 
considered are not found to be persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the Spies reference fails to teach or suggest that the IC card carries any information related to user-defined selections 
of information content and that the IC card is also not used to access user-defined selections identified by the card. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Spies teaches that the IC card contains encryption/description or 'related information' for 'user-defined selections' or 
selected video programming (Col 6, Lines 25-34). Accordingly, it is the examiners opinion that the Spies reference teaches the limitation of 
a "card carrying information related to one or more user-defined selections of the information content, wherein the card allows the at least 
one communication device to access the user-defined selections identified by the card, once the card is communicatively coupled to the at 
least one communication device.". 
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
